was the will of his Father: he took up death 
(which was thedefertofourfins) willingly 
and voluntarily; as foone as the Father had 
declared his councel concerning him, Behold!

17.18. And no man takes away my life; for llay it

And 
by this we fee that fefus Chrifi, he was Gods firfi

Then fecortdly, The Saints or City Zion, oe 
the.myfticaHjody of Chrift ;This is Gods other , . 
Witnels; And thefe doe not receive their 
•• C 2 eeftimony L ' 
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teftimony from men, but from JefusChrift. 
And their teftimony is ftiU the fame , that Chrift 
bare witnefs to ; and therefore they are [aid to 
fnferfor the'Teftimony ofjefus. 

Now this Tecond witnefs, is not to be re- 
ftrainedto Magiftrates, Minifters, particular 
men or women- but to all the body, confifting 
of learned, unlearned, poor and rich, men and 
women, in whom the fpirit of the Son dwells, 
and from whom they receive their teftimony: 
neither are they compelled to bear witnefs,but 
through the fame anointing,they profeffeGod 
willingly; and they finde i t is pleafing to them 
to acknowledg the Father, as to take their 
meat and drink: therefore certainly thofe that 
have neither will nor skill to bear witnefs to 
the Father, unleffe they have a directory from 
men,and thofe that never worfhip God with¬ 
out a humane power to encourage them. Yea, 
lather, they that would fain have a humane 
power eftabhfht, to fuppreffe Gods Witneffes, 
itisamanifeft fign that they themfelves are 
none of his Witneffes. 

Now I conceive that water, bloud and fpi¬ 
rit f as i mentioned before ) points out the 
Saints, which are the feed of the woman like- 
wife , and as our Lord Jefus our head gave 
teftimony in his appointed time (prophefying 
infackcloth) fo the Saints his body in whom 
the fpirit rules, giving t^ftimony in their ap¬ 
pointed 
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pointed time. And the underftanding peopje 
in all Nations, Kinreds, Tongues., and People, Rev. 1 1 
do fee their teftimony; and how they have bin 9 - 
{lain in the ftreets of the great Gty Babylon, Mat.ir. 
three dayes and an half, as Ifhall declare how 27. 

I conceive it, if God pleafeNow thefe faints 
are not only learned Schollers in humane wif- 
dome, but fuch as the world counts fools,nei- 
ther are they Gods witneflfes that are compel¬ 
led by humane Lawes to worlhip God; For 
thefe witnelfes declare their teftimony wil- i Cor.i: 
lingly againft the wifdome of thefle(h,nei- 27. 
ther is there here and there one Saint that are 
called Gods witnelfes,but all the Saints in one Pfal.no 
body, three in one water, bloud andfpirit, 3» 
make up one witnefs. 

Now this fpirit, or this anointing that is in- 
Saints, which indeed is Chrift the Lord their 
righteoufnefs, is a faithful! witnefs likewife: 

This is he that came by water and bloud, and 
i not by water only, but by water and bloud; fer.i}. 

and this Chrift came not only in himfelf, but 5 .( 5 . 
f in his Saints, whom he fanftifies and walheth 1 John 5. 

; in his bloud; and it is the fpirit thatbeares 6 . 

| witnefs, becaufe though the bodies be weak, : x John 2. 
yet the fpirit in them is truth, it being the a- ae. 
i nointing which they have received from the 
holy one. ' 

And when Chrift had not only freely fixed 

! the water about his heart,but the bloud in his 
heart alfo, asaprice laid down for fin tiers yhe-j 
that faw it, faith the text, meaning God, and 20 

. Cj jhe _ 
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the fpirit of God that was in Ghrift, and in 
thofe few Saints then prefent, bore record, and, 
bit record is true, and he kno'iVetJj that be faith 
truth, thatje might believe. 

All the whole body of Saints ^ both Jewes 
and Gentiles, are Gods Witneffesjfor one fpi¬ 
rit unites them into one body. But I believe, 
that thofe that live in the time of the new Te- 
ftament, while the little horn-beaft and who- 
rifh fpirit, had a ruling power allowed him of 
God ("though I mention three names, yet 
they are all one enemy to Chrift ) I conceive 
(I fay) thatthefe are they to whom God 
hath given power to.prophefie infack-eloth, 
one thoufand two hundred and fixty dayes. 

' And thefe are they that are {lain in the 
ftreets of the great City Babylon, that is,by the 
, power of the Beaft: Yet the Saints of old, are 
to take part ofthis honour,& ftand in this lot, 
becaufe they & thefe have all one fpirit; and if 
(Ted had appointed them this fackcloth honor, 
they would have been faithful lj'witneffes ot 
God,as well as thefe : Nay, in their time,they 
bore witnefs to God, againft the fame fpirit of 
the beaft; though he had not the fame power 
as he hath now -.Mordccai,Hefter,&. the Jews, 
gave a faithfull teftimony to God, againft 
proud, hypocritical,and bloudy Bamtn : And 
likewife Daniel & the three Children did bear 
witnefs t© God faithfully,againft the hypocri¬ 
tical! and bloudy practices of Daiim councel- 
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lers r which fufferings of them then ^ did ; 

but type out the fackcloth-profefiion of Saints -vj 

in the dayesofthe little home, the Beaft and 1 

whorifh fpirit, or a? I may fay, fudas fpirit of 
felf-love and hypocrifie, that muft reign in the 1 

world for a time. -• . .J 

Thus we lee it is Jefus Chrift after thtflefij, I 

and his fpirit ruling in the flelh of Saints,which * 

are Gods two Witnefies : The fpirit of Chrift i 

fent down into Saints, or rather the Saints ta- ] 

ken up into fellowfhip with that fpirit, accor- ] 

ding to the Fathers promife , and love to his 1 

Sons and Daughters in the latter dayes,which ; 

muft prophefie in fack-cloth, one thoufand 1 

two hundred and fixty dayes; and it can be no 
other but thefe in whom the power of God i 

dwels and rules. .< 

And there are divers difcoveries of this^ 
truth laid down by God himfelf, as a teftimo-JC 
ny from him that thefe two are his Witneffes, y: C, 

in the four, five, and fix verfes of that feventh ' r - 
chapter of th e Revelations. 

In the fourth verfe, Thefe two witneffes are 
faid to be the two Olive Trees, and the two 
Candle-fticks, ftanding before the God of the . 
whole Earth. Now I conceive that thefe two 
Olive-trees, and two Candlefticks, can be ap- 
plyed to no other, but to the two appearances 
of the Anointing. 

Firft, In tjie body or flelh of Chrift. . 
r Secondly,Inthe flefh ofSaints,thatis to fay,: 
thrift and h'is fpirit. _ , C4 . .And 
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frtpbeftes fulfilleL 

And marvel not that I fay, Chrift and his fpirit 
Rev. i. are the two Candle-fticks, becaufe the Scrip- 
20. tures in other places , call Chrift and his fpirit 
the lights of God, as indeed they are, and by 
Candlefticks,are properly meant theChurches, 
or particular focieties ofSaints,asSt-.^o6# writes, 
A&s 4 Butin this place, the light that is held forth, 

I3> • is this eternal councel of God,That JefusChrift 

; is his Son,by whom he will bruife the Serpents 

fiead, and reconcile finners to himfelf, and by 
no other name or power whatsoever. 

So that when Chiift was*vifibly feenupon 
the earth,in the day and hour of his fufterings, 
or time of his fack-doth prophefying; brand 
his fpirit in one perfon were the Candle-flick, 
in whom this rayftery of God,and truth of his 
councel did burn and fhine forth to the world; 

. arid therein they were a certain witnes of the 
-Leather. But fet that day and houreafide, and 
% • . then properly the Churches'are called Candle- 

fticks,in whom Chrift and his Spirit burnes 
bright, 2nd fhines glorioufly. * 

■ Men or Women,Magiftrates orMinifters, or 
churches, cannot be called thefe two Candle- 
' flicks: becaufe the c hutches are taken up and 

moved by Chrift, and fuch as were un-wil- 
Iing are made willing to Scare the teftimony 
of God, by the almighty working of Chrift in 
them that beieeve. 

But now chrift and his fpirit, was never un¬ 
willing to bear witnels to this purpofe ot 
the 
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the Father ; for as Toon as ever the Father had 
declared his will; Loe, 1 come , faith Ghrift, to pfl a . 
doe thy will, 0 God. And therefore the. Father 5. 
glories in Chrift, and makes proclamation to 
all the World, That he will have all men ho- && 
hour the Son,as they honour the Father. 7,9, 

Then again,they are called two Olive-Trees ; 
andthefecannotbeMenand Women, Magi- 
ftrates or Minifters: but onely Chrift and his 
Spirit. If you looke into the fourth chapter ^erA 
of Zechariah, there is mention of one Gtldentffar 
Candleflick which I conceive is the generall 
Church of Chrift, or the great Congregation ,as 
David fpeaks,the myfticall body of Chrift, the 
Saints, or City Sion. ' 

And then there is mention of two Olive 
Trees by the Candleflick, ofte upon the right 
fide of the Bowie, and the other upon the left 
fide thereof. 

Now tliefe two Olive-Trees are Iefus Chrift 
and his Spirit, the one being' under, the other 
over the Church .• which are the two Armes of 
God, unbracing the Church in love. 

For firft, God fent the humane Body of 
Chrift, to teftifie his love to the Church,arid to 
comfort her in all her afflictions : Becaufe he __ 
wasafflifted for them,and with them, and"”* 
therefore,' in that he himfelf hath fuffered be-*®' 
ing tempted, he is able to fuccour them that 
are tempted’: and this is the Olive-Tree upon 
the left fide of the Candleflick 

Then 
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h ; Tien fecondly, God fent his SpTrit the com* 

I f forter, to teftifie his unchangeable love to the 
p’ Church,and to lead her into all truth ; becaufe 
he js the Spirit of truth.- And fo in the bodily 
' fvfa fA abfence.ofChrift, the Spirit, which is the Lord 
* 19.2$?‘ 0Hr LighteoHpiejfe , ruling as a King in love in 
them, doth counfell, comfort, fan&ifie, and 
remained with the Church‘for ever; and fo 
doth eftablifo the covenant of Grace to them 
>- r-Mj to be an everlafting Covenant. And this is 
‘ the Olive . Tree upon the right fide of the 

' Candleftick. 

7 And further, Zechariah goeth on , making 
. 2 6. mention of tWo Olive B ranchcspn hich through 

Zech.q. the two golden pipes empty the golden Oyle out 
12. of thernfelves. And the Angel laid to Zecha- 

riah, KnoVoefi thotf not what thefe be ? And he* 
faid,.No,my Lord. Then be. [aid, Theje are two 
Anointed ones , that /land before the Lord, of the 
fphole earth. 

Now thefe two Olive Trees, and thefe two 
Branches,, that thus empty themfelves-with 
conftanc running, and fo feed the Church 
with life and light, which is that golden, Oyle 
that they empty out of themfelves, and which 
the Angel likewife called the two Anointed ones , 

- they cannot be meant of any other but Icfus 
Chrift in his’Own particular perfosi in the flefli; 
and he fpiritually in bis Saints. 

For there is none that hath the feven pipes, 
the leven Lamps, and the feven eyes,which are 
the 
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the feven fpiritual powers of God in his hand, 
but onely Iefus Chrift, for the Sprit defcend- ^ 
ed,andrefted upon him: And in him dwelleth * ’ ’ 
thefulncjfe of the God-head bodily. : 

And then fecondiy, becaufe none ftands by . ,. 

the Lord of the whole earth,as the Angel told ^ cr 2 * 
Zechariah, but onely Jefus Chrift and his eter- 
nall Spirit, who is b oth the out ward and the . 
inward Lo'rd and King of Saints. And-this is 
cleared by Gods own word to Daniel , when Dan. lot 
God (hewed to him, what was written in the a i. . 
Scriptures of truth, There is none, faith God j . 

holdeth or flandeth With me in thefe things, but, 
Michaeljw iV/ace, that is, Iefus Chrift, in his 
two-fold difcoveries; in the flefti of the Man 
Iefus, and in the fle(h of Saints by the fame 
Spirit: and the great promife of the Gofpel,for 
the exalting of Iefus Chrift, the Anointed,and 
the Anointing is this, Sit thou, faith God, on my pfa.no^ 
right hand, (or ftand by me) untill J make thine j. 
enemies thy foot-fiool. 

Now brethren you know, that the Church 
and »Sainrs doe not receive light, life & grace, 
from any other but from Chrift -,Ofhis fulnejfe 
we receive grace for grace: Therefore thefe two ’i , 
Olive-trees, thefe two Candlefiickes which fohnll . 
John fpeakes of, and thefe two Witnejfes which 16.' " 
God glories in, and calleth His- tritnejfesRev. iu 
muft needs be meant Chrift,and his Spirit, or 3,^. 
the tivo appearances of God in Iefus,and in his 
Saints. ... . 

There 
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There is one phrafe more in that fourth 
Verfe, which is this. Thefe two Olive-trees, and 
the two Candlefiickes, fiand before the Gel. of the 
whole earth , faith John. And thefe two fiand by 
the Lord of the whole earth, faith Zeehariah.. I 
conceive the meaning is two-fold, as thcphra- 
fes are different. 

They fiand by the Lord of the Whole erthl aith 
Zeehariah, that is, they hold with him, as two 
friends maintaining one and the fame caufe, in 
giving teftimony, and in convincing the world 
by experimental! difeoveries of this truch, and 
counfell of God, that - the feed of the Woman 
fhall breaks the Serpents head : and none holds 
with me in thefe things , faith God to Danielfut 
Michael your Prince. 

zsfnd they fiand before the God of the whole 
'earth, faith John, that is, as they two faithfull 
witnefles, the Anointed and the Anointing, 
Chrift and his Spirit, hold with God in de- 
fenceofhis Word, Truth, and Honour; fo 
thefe two Witnefles they Hand before God: 
that is, they are alwayes in his eye, in his heart, 
are his delight,and his. right hand; and he will 
honour them as they honour him: And fo cer¬ 
tainly will fubdue all enemies under Chrifts 
' feet; as under the feet of his humane Body, fo 
under the feet of his Body the Church, which 
are the heele of Chrift, and fo part of his feet, 
according to the word of the Father.- there¬ 
fore the Apoftle fpeaking of Chrift, This man, 
-V. '■ faith 
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faith he, after he had. offered up one faerifice for Heb. ioj 
aft, fate down at the right hand, of God, expelling ia. 
till his enemies be made hisfiso t-ftool. 

And Zechariah makes it yet more plain, 1 
That Iefus Chrift, a perfect man in the fenfea- 
forefaid,is Gods two witneffes,that both ftand 
by and before the God of the whole earth. As 
Zech. 4.7. Who art thou, 0 great Mountain; be¬ 
fore Zerubbabel ? thou Jhalt become apldn: And 
lb for war^to the end of the ninth verfe. * _ , 

Zerubbabel types out Iefus Chrift, who is Pfat.2.6a 
the King, or chiefe Governour in Sion , Gods 
holy Hill. For Zerubbabel was the chief of the 
Fathers of Ifirael, that was carried into the 
captivity of earthly Babjlon : And he' was 
reckoned the firft that came out of that literall 
Captivity. All other Priefts and Elders were 
counted inferior to him, as appeares Ezra 2. 2. 

N ehem.j.j. 

And this types out Iefus Chrift, that is the 
Head and chiefe of Saints, that was carried, 
or rather fent captive into myfticall Babjlon, 
that is, to prophefie in Sack-cloth under the 
wifdome and powers of the fiefh, or Serpent, 
which ruled in the feVses and Gentiles, and un¬ 
der which he was (lain. And he was the firft 
that returned with joy from that Captivity ; 
for he rofe by the power of God, the third 
day, and afcended to his Father. And all the 
•reft of the Saints in their appointed time, 
when their teftimony is finifhed, they flwft; 

.... ‘come 
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cOme along with Chrift out or from under the 
fame captivity, as inferior Priefts and Elders. 
For Chrift the fir ft fruits, then, afterwar As they 
that are Chrifrs^ as it fliall be in that other 
^^•refurreftion, where thefe words are ufed,

Then again, Zerubbabel was the chiefe that 
did build the Temple and Walls of the Citie 
- ^ erttjalem which was thrown .down, all the 

. reft of the Fathers and Elders were- jpferior to 
him,as appeares, Ezra, 4.2. Nehem.i 2. i. 

And this types out Jefus Chrift, who is the 
chiefe in Zion, and whofe hands did lay the 
foundation of that fpirituallHoufeof God, 
both in refpeft of one private Saint, and in re- 
fpeft of the whole body, as is myfterioufly de¬ 
clared \rjZechary,z\s.vp 4.9. 

For where it isfaid, that the hands of Zerub¬ 
babel have lat A the foundation of this Houfe , and 
his bands jhallfinifb it ■ it points out cleare to 
me, that by the phva.{e,ThiSHonfe, hath refe¬ 
rence to the golden Candleftick in the fccond 
verfe, whidris the Church Zion, or Houfe of 
God, for there is no other Houfe fpokeof 
Zeeh.i. but this; as is Iikewife myftically held forth in 
7.8. the chapter before, which is the voyce of the 
Father unto Chrift the Anointed, under the 
name of Jujhna the high Prieft : If thou wilt 
walkjn my wayes, and keep my charge, thenfhalt 
■ thou alfo judge my Houfe , and I Vti/lgive thee' \ 
' places to wajkjn anting thefe thatfiand by,Heare 
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noft, cifyoJhUit the high Priefl (that is Chriftthe 
Anoint ed) thou and thy fatones that fit before 
thee ; for they are men wondred at ; that is, the 
Saints, or Houfe of God in whom the Anoint- • 
ingdwels , the foundation of this Houfe, the 

hands of Jefus Chrifi hath laid, and his hands 
fhall finilh this Temple and City building. 1 
Therefore God the Father makes a boafting ' 
exultation over all enemies of Chrift, that rife ! 
up to hinder him in building Gods fpitituall 
Hou£e, the Saints ; as Sankzltet and Tobia, rife’ . 
up to hinder the building of literall fernfialeMy 
Who art thou, O grat Alountdin before Zertib- 
babel? thou jhalt become plain • that is, who art 
thou, O great wifdome and powers of the 
flelh, and darknefle before Chrift iny' Sonne ? 
ye fhall all be trod under his feet; nay, hisve- 
ry heels fhall ftamp you down: For behold,! Zed. 3.

Then God goes op to hold forth to oar- 
view his two faithfull witneffes, which he calls • 
the two anointed ones, which (land by the Lord of Ffay 60, , 
the whole earth, which are - the Branch , that is, 22. 
firft the Man Chrift Jefus,the anointed. For iti - 
him the Godheaddwels bodily, and he is pointed 2 » 
out by the name fojhua the high Prreft — and 
by the name Zerubbabel, as being the firft and 
chiefe witneffe. * 

Then fecondly, his myftical body the Saints, 1 John zV 
which b^'ng united to him,and he to them by 27* 

’ '• " " the 
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the fame Anointing, makes up Gods Branch, 
And thefe are pointed out to be fojhuds myfti- 
call body, that was doathed with filthy gar¬ 
ments in the dayes of corrupt flelh, before 
„ , God caufed their iniquity to pajfe away,and clea- 1 

ec thea him with change of garments, that is, with 
the beauty of the anointing. 

Now mind this, that though the Saints be 
many particular perfons, yet as they ftand in 
: relation to Chrift, they arc but onebody, knit 
together by that on§ Spirit the Anointing and 
Jefus Chrift, as he is called the Anointed of the 
Father,c annot properly be called a perfeftman, 
if hefhould be feparated,or ftand at a diftance 
from the Saints, his body and fpirituall houfe; 
therefore the Apoftle joynes Head arid Mem¬ 
bers together, and fo make up one compleat 
Chrift, or Anointed, in.Eph. 4.13. and x Cor. 

■ 12.12. as you may read. 

And thefe Iconceive to be Gods two faith- 
full witneffes, the Man, or Child Jefus, who 
is the head and chiefe wftneflfe; and the Citie 
t £w#,.whoareanointed with the fame Spirit, 

every one with that meafure as God is plea- 
led to divide to every one his portion as he, 
will, accordingto the meafure of the gift of 
Chrift. 

And thefe two wiinsHisfiand by the God of 
the whole earth, in proving in their o wn expe¬ 
rience, this to be a truth, that the feed of th'e 
Woman JhaH breakjht Serpents bead • and there 
•. . .. are 
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are none that acknowledge the Father, arid 
beare witneffe to him herein, but onely thefe 
two, 1 againft all the vvorId,'and Babylon; All 
others wander after the Beaft,Fle(h : & felf. But 
thefe only ahofe names are Written in the .Book? 
oflifefidmltc God,and make their boaft'Orily.fri' 
him continually. But Iefus Chrfft the'Head,; 
he beares witneffe by the power of the Father „ , . 
in him : The Father that clwellch in me, faith / ■ 
thrift, he doth, the works and fhe Saints' they. 10 ‘ • 
beare witneffe by the.power of Chrift,’whichis’ 
the Father likewife that is in them,' as in’him.’ 

But the Saints receive this power at the fecOnd . 
hand; for the anointirigthat was^powred tip- : 
oif the head of Chrift Iefus,ffell down to the PfaH.% 3C 
skirts of his garments,and fo his rreaneftmem- 2 ,-; 
ber partakes of that anointing, and by his pow¬ 
er the Saints doe all things,.arid without Him' 
they can doe nothing. , 

The. Spirit of God gives a fecond teftimonyy 
that the two witneffes are Iefus Chrift in his* 
flefh ; and Iefus Chrift fpiritualiy in the fleflr. 
of Saints, and can be no other. For faith He, .... t 
iniiev. i i. 5. If any man mil hurt thirn^ fire Mev, 11,' 
proceedeth out of their moutkand devoureth their ; 5 • 
enemies. And if'any mil hurt them, he mufi on. 
this manner be killed. 

Now mark,this is one part of honour which 
the Father hath given his two. witneffes, to kill 
enemies by fire that piroceedeth out of theif ’' 
uiOUthJ, " '

with the /word that proceeded out of the mouth of 
him thatfate upon the Horfe. ■ 

'Rev. 13. ■ By remnant I conceive, is meant the com- 
■T' "mon people thac were deceived by the learned 
wifdome of the Beaft: but when (he was de- 
ftroyed, firft, that was the main upholder of 
deceit; then the people were undeceived and 
convinced by the word of truth in the mouth 
of the Anointed.

Therefore if any will hurt Gods two' faith- 
full witneffesj that is, if any will deny them 
or their teftimony,- and turning them and their 
witnefs into a lie, as all ungodly men do • tur¬ 
ning the grace of God.into wantonnefs; and fude $1' 
o making void Gods etermll councel in 
heir thoughts, words, and practifes, fo far as’ 
lies in them; after this manner they (hall b a 
deftroyed : that is, not by prifons, whips, or 
lunifhments of men; nor by any Cumuli wea¬ 
pons, but by the fpirit of truth, that proceed- - 

:th out of their mouth. 

Every fpirit that confefleth not that Jefus 
Chrift is come in theflefh, is not of God. and- . 
his is that fpirit of Antichrift, whereof you i fohn 5> 
lave heard, that it fhould come,and even now ■$.' 

tlready it is in the world. ‘ ... •« 

He that deaies the Anointing'to be mani- 
eCt in the flefh of the perfon, Ghrift Jefus, is\ 

Vntichrift: but this none denies, ifany.do, 
hey be very few ; for all fores of profeffors, , 
cknowledge Jefus Chrift to be bornofthe 
/irgin, and to be a man, and fo come in the

’ , they deny the fecond Witnes,thc Saints,which

. Then farther,; God proves Chrift in histwo- 
fold appearance,that is, in his own perfohj.arid 
inflefh, or perfons of his Saints, tobe ; -his,two 
witnefles • for faith he in the 6 . verfe of the e- 
feventh chapter of the Revelations-. Thefe have R ev> 
power to Jb»t Heaven , that it raitre not in the \ 

dayes of their Prophejie $and have power.over wa¬ 
ters to turn them . into blond ; Mnd to finite the 
Earth With all plagues as oft at they will. 

By Heaven , I conceive rn'ay be underftood 
cither God himfelf or his Qwth; If weun- 
derftand God to be that Heaven,that.the.wit- 
nefles have power to ftiut that it raiff .not in 
the dayes of their Prophefies; then I conceive 
tbe meaning is two-fold, thus, firft, they have 
powertoftay the hand of God , from raining - ~ 

and powring down deftru&ion upon,the Beaft • v : 

all the dayes of their prophefie, becaufe, God 
hach faid,they {hall prophefie in Sackcloth one 
thoufand two hundred andlixty dayes.So chat 
God hath given the power of deftroying the - - - 

Beaft out of his hand; or hath tyedup§ris - 
power till that time be accomplilhedjfor itjs 
their time of prophefying in fackdoth .• if is 
not Gods time of raining down wrath as yet>: 
becaufe God by his word hath limitted himfelf 
tofuchatime. . . ..i 

And truly here our God points out fuch a 
D 3 fpring 
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faring as raayrefrefh iiis people in.aljthei 
fiifferings. To confider the fufferings oftiii 
Saints, and the enemies cruelty; is not ado 
according to the will of the enemy, butene 
mies and Saints, and troubles; are all in Godi 
hand, and enemies fliall dye, the Saints lhal 
be comforted, and all teares wiped from theii 
eyes, when Gods appointed time isaccom 
pliihed, and not till then; furely this give 
much'ftrength of peaceand patience, to poo 
children of God, in their fufferings. 

But fecondly. They have power to fliui 
Heaven, or to ftay Gods hand from rainint 
down judgement upon the Beall:, all the dayc 
of their prophefies; as fometimes God rainei 
down a deluge of water to drown the rebelli 
bus World: and fometimes he rained a delug 
of fire , as a plague to deftroy thofe wickei 
people in Sedome and Gomorah. And this'pow 
Rev. i. er is in the hand of the Anointed Iefus Chrift 
£8, for he hath the power of hell and death. 

. -And the reafon is this, Iefus Chrift hatl 
bought out this power by, his bloud, out o 
the hands of offended juftice: For now a 
i Cor. q 0£ j flj ewes no merC y out; 0 f Chrift, fo he ex 
6.2°. genres no ad of wrath or juftice, but by thi 

hand of Chriftfor the Father hath commit 
ted all judgment rb the Son; and Chrift is all

"death, he can either bind or loofe; deftroy o 
fxve : Therefore it is faid, That the Witneffe

or fubtile flefh, lhall be put to her ihifts ; to in¬ 
vent new deceits every age againft. Chi&jRev. 16.

But the witneffes have power to (hut ffea- , 
ven that it rain not.That you may fee into the 
myfteryhereof. By Rain, Iunderftand two - 
things’, by which the Beaft is deftoyed quite.

The earth 
(that is. the flefli of men, and conVerfation ©f 
men ) was full of drineffe and unfruitfulnefle 
before.God,in every thought,wordc.& work, 
by reafon of the Beaft,or wifdom of the flefli 
that ruled in. them,and promoted Self. • • 

Now by this Rain, the earth orft'efhof man, 
is filled with fruits of righteoufnefs-and truth. 

I mean, by the plentifull difeoveries of truth, 
or brighrnels ofChrift j and by the plentifull’ 
increafe of the Sajnts, the : deftrii<ftion ofthe' 

Beaft, or the Serpents head in flefli is broken 
andconfumed. And, that there fhallbefueh 
increafe of Saints in the latter dayes, the Pro- • ' .v. 
phefie of Hofea makes it manifeft; for when; ■. 

God caft off literal Ifruel, He promifed the’Hof i.to. 
large increafe of fpiritual Jfruel, which are be- 1 
leeving lewes and Gentiles that (hall be like- 1

But the Wicneffes have a power to ’{hut the. 

Church, or Heaven, from raining in this kind’, . . 

till their Prophefie be ended, as God appoin- 
ted: And then (l believe) there fliall appear • 
plentifull manifeftations of Godslove in the 
Churchy to cheincreafe of their number, and 
to cheincreafe of theirfpiritual enjoymeat of//rf.jS.2. 
pod. . And Jikewife there {hall appear here-17.

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by even plentiful! manifeftation of juftice and 
wrath upon the beaft and wifdorp of the flefli, 
to its utter overthrow. And thefc manifeftati- 
ons of love & juftice,fhal appear like a ftiowre 
of raine, fweeping away the refuge of lyes 
before it. 

And yet further in that fixt verfe, They 
have power over waters to turn them into 
bloud. 

. By waters, firft of all I conceive are meant 
the inventions,adings, and appearances of the 
power and wifdom of the flefli, arifingagainft 
the teftimony of the two Witnefi'es, to prove 
their teftimony falfe. For the Devil and cor¬ 
rupt flefli would faine prove God a Iyer, and 
would not have the feed of the Woman breathe 
Gen. 3,1. Serpents he ad. And hence doth arife fuch a deal 
J. adoe among.men to find out away to vvor- 
fhip God,and give diredion to others^.and to 
enforce people to obferve t-hofe diredions, ; oc 
elfe to ftandlyable to humane punifliments, as 
though they mull: help Chrift to fave fin- 
ners. ■ 

But when the Angel powres out his Via 11 
Rev. 16. into the Sea, fountains and waters of Eabjlon,

mtneffes toprophefie in,cloathed infacecloth. ’ ■ \ 

AND now I come to the third particular! 

** to be minded: that is,to {hew the meaning: 
of the thoufand two hundred and fixty dayes, : ! " i 
which is the time given them of God to pro-;.. 
phefie in; and when they rauftbe Gain, and , 
who it is that flayeth them. 

In handling of this fhall obferve three -y.;; 
things in prophefie. > 

Firft, to prophefie is to fore-tell, either in - ' 
plain or dark language ; what hereafter fhall ; 
come to palfe And this did God the Father,,! . 

when he faid, The feed of the woman fhall breakjfen ^. 
the Serpents head : And this is both a Promife , "I’y 
and a prophefie. 

Secondly , to prophefie is to. make fuch 
things plain arid eafie to the,undemanding of 
others, which appeared dark and hidden be- ., 
fore ; And this did Jefus Chrift when he made Mft. i U 

themyftieriespftheKingdome.ofGod plain 

v ; ; v ' ' c .aqd 
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and eafietothe underftanding of his Difci- 
ples, which were fpoken in dark fayings to o- 
thers: and this is Gofpel-miniftery by the Spi¬ 
rit of truth. 

Thirdly, to prophefie is to give teftimbny 
or proofe of fuch things to be true by experi¬ 
mental! Difcoveries, which God hath promi- 
fedor.fore-told heretofore fhould come to 
pafle in the latter dayes : And this did Jefus 
Chrift, when he by his Death and Refurrefti- 
iPet. 4. 0n > did experimentally prove himfelfetobe 
t ,_ * ’ the feed of the Woman that broke the Ser¬ 
pents head. And fo the Spirit of Chrift in the 
coverfion of firiners to God, doth provelike- 
wife by many cleare experiences,that thofc fin- 
ners fo taken up to God, are part of that feed 
of the woman, in whom the Serpents head is 
r broken. 

\S.ev. II. ' An'dthey (hallpropbefie in Sackcloth' (faith 
[3- GodJ and fo they doe. 

I For firft, all thofe abutive (landers,, Block¬ 
ings, opprellions and death, which was laid 
wrongfully upon Jefus Chrift (for his ene- 
fefa.

; (hew a caufe, time and houre of mourning, or 

| weiring fack-cloth? And this was the condi-

they. 
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they. The world knew not him, neither doth 
the world know them: The world hated him, 
and it hates them. 

Secondly, Sack- cloth implies the abfence of 
fame friend, plenty,honour, comfort,&c. And 
I did not our Lord Chrift leave his glory in - 

Heaven, and came and tookjtpon him the forme ^ ' 

of a Servant ■; nay, took upon him the curie J 
due to fin, which is death, that he might 
break the Serpents head,and free linners from 
the bondage of that power of darkneffe? And 
doth not his Church goe on weeping, carrying 
their Sheaves with them, like Pilgrims and 
ftrangers,looking for a dwelling place in God; 
and waiting upon him till he 'fcipe dtoay all Rsv.y.- 
tearsjSrc. And thus they prophefie in Sack- j -j % 
cloth.i 

Thirdly, Jefus Chrift prophefieth in Sack¬ 
cloth, while his heel is bruifed by the Serpent, 
and his feed- for in all their afflictions he is 
afflidted with them. Thereforeicisa time of 
mourning to Chrift, to fee fuch cruelties and 
opprefsions to be inflifted upon his Church', 
whom he doth fo dearly love'. 

And it is a Sack-cloth time f o his church, f 
when they fee the Name,the Truth.tnd Tefti- ;; ■ 

mony of their Lord Chrift whom they love,to Gen.^. i? 
be blafphemed, reje&ed and perfecuted in the Pfal. 85. 
World. 2. 

And flow Ifliall obferve the time that God 
hath given his wicneffes to prophefie in, and 
: ’ . that. 
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that is 1 160 dayes. 

The number of 1250 dayes is to be uhder- 
ftoodi as I conceive, in a two-fold fenfe, yet 
both pointing out the niyftery of Godthe 
firft, more Literal!, thefeeond moreMyfti- 
call. 

As firft, I conceive, that thefe 1260 dayes, 
are reckoned according to. the dayes ef a 
Week^hat our Saviour Chrift Jcfus did beare 
witneffe to his father from the time bf his 
Baptifme, and defcending of the Spirit upon 
him,to the day that he was crucified. 

For he began his vifible teftimori)', that he 
Jaie'i was Son of God,when he was' fuppofed to' 

‘ be about 3 o years of age,as Luke fpeaks,& we 
r5 “ read nbtofany thing that he did till this time' 

that he was baptized,and the Spirit defeended 
upon him. 

And from that time, till he was crucified, as 
I have gathered by hooks, it was fuppofed to 
be about three years & a half, which is about 
this account,which the Spirit calls 1260 days, • 
_ according to the days ofa weeic : it is but a- 
bbut 17 dayes difference. 

The like number of dayes is fpoken of. Rev. 
Rev.iz. 12 -- the Woman fled into the JVildernefie , 
£ where Jh: hath, a place prepared of God 1260 
dayes. This I conceive was the fame tearm of 
dayes, according to the number of the dayes 
ma week, that our Saviour did iprophefig here 
in $e wor|{i among men. •. , . 

' Mb 
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, Arid th is points out unto us the time of the 
battell that was fought between Michael out Rev. i 2I 
Prince; the feed ofthe woman • and the t)ra- 7,8.y. 
gon, or the power of darfenefle ruling in the 
corrupt pofterity of Adam. - 
For if the Serpent and his feed, coujd have foh.ipi . 
made Jefus Chrift to have finned by their 3 % 
temptations, then the Serpent had conquered 
him, and had broken Gods head. Put Jefus 
thrift held out to the end, and finned noc, as 
he that faw it bore witnelle, arid his. witnefle, 
is true; therefore he broke the Serpents head;, JerA.ij

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Then there was heard a loud voyce'in hea- • 
ven, in the Kingdome and victory of Chrift, 
New is came Salvation and Strength, and the 
Kingdom ofotir God,-and the potter of hi* Chrift, 
for the accufer of our Brethren is caft down. 
Rev. i ffijfcfj accafed them before God day and night.

One thing note here, That as the filence in 
heaven for the (pace of halfe an hottre, points out 
the lime of the batteil between the Serpent 
and Chrift in the fiefti,fo likewifc it points out 
Q a * c the fpirituail combat between the Spirit of 
j ' Jv Chriftand the flefh, or the Serpents power i n 
every beieever. 

• Forfo long as the Flefh and Serpent accu- 
fes their confciences before God day and night, 
and every difobedient aftion that will breake 
their peace, is laid before them, they cannot 
fing praifes, but mourn bitterly: for as yet 
God hath given them no teftimony of his love 
. in pardoning ofthem, and of receiving them 
into his enjoyment: & this is the "Writing time, 
or the halfe hour a filence, till God give deli¬ 
verance.

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But when the Anointing fets the poor fouls. John 8.

The experiences and writings of 
Prophets,Apoftles,and Saints, are dry ftiels to x <i Q y u 
me,and cannot comfort, unlefi'e God whom.* 
my foule breathes after, give tome Iikewife^’ 
fome experience of his love, as he gave to 
them, and then I {hall have joy; yea, and my 
joy then will be fulfilled, and not till then. 

And here alfo the foule fees and feels a bar- 
renneffe, as if fhc were in the midft of an un¬ 
fruitful! and dry wildernefl'e, where ihe fees 
nothing within, but a hungcr-ftarving foule, 
nor any thing without round about, but bar- \ 

ren trees, as our Saviour fought for fugs from 
the tree, but found none. Now this poor man

tures: For faith God, whom {hall I give un- 
derftanding to ? and to whom fhall I teach 
dodfrine, hut to them that are drawne from

9 . mans own ielf-conceit, and fucking content¬ 
ment from mens learning and inventions? And

This is a very fafe condition for a poor fou l 
(though (he thinkes not fo; for {he is now in 
Gods way that leads to true reft. And when 
God is pleafed not onely to allure her, and 
V 4 bring her into this, wilderneffe, hut begins 
i Joh. i .4. like wife to fpeake kindly to her, and to mani-

Thefetwo Witneffes (I conceive J may be. 
faid to have finished their teftimony, when by 
manifirift experience they have made it appear; 

/Fa. ; “ that " - . 
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that the feed of the Woman hath broken the 
Serpents head, and fo have proved the Word 
of the Father to be true. 

And this they have done, for fuft i Jefus 
Chrift in his own perfon he broke the Serpents 
head, when he trod under his feet all the fub- 
til wit and.pOwer of the Serpent, and prevail¬ 
ed over all his temptations, fo that Satan could 
find nothing in him; and fo by death, over¬ 
came him that had the power of death, which 
was the Devil. 

Secondly* Jefus Chrift, breaks the Serpents 
head in the Saints, when he makes them able 
to fpeak out of experience, I was proud (faith 
the foul ) now God hath made me humble: 1 
was envious, now God hath made me love, e- 
ven my enemiesI loved and afted injuftice, 
how God hath made me to hate injuftice,'and 
to love truth in my heart, and to aft righte- 
oufnes chearfully.

Before I proceed, it is needfnll to clear one 
Scripture of Daniel, that may raife a fcruple: * 

In that which I have already writ, it appeare* 
that God faid, the Witnelfes ftiould prophe- 
fie in fack-doth 1 260. dayes. 

But Vthen one Saint jfake to another Saint r 
and ashed , boro longjhall be the vifion of the daily Dan.%. 
facrifice , and the tranfgreffion of deflation , to 13.14, 
give both the SanUuary and the Hofi to be 
troden under foot ? The Angel anfwered, unto 
2300. dayes; Then Jhad the SanUuary be 
clenfed. 

Now this time of Daniels vifion was 14. Ge¬ 
nerations, (except the 70. years captivity ) be¬ 
fore Chrift came: therefore I conceive, that 
this 2300. dayes, doth point out fo many full 
years, that the Church partly of the J ews,and 
partly of the Gentiles, lhall lie under the capr 
tivity of the blafpherainghorne,in hisfeverall 
(hapes. 

And fo points out the oppreffions of the 
Church of the Jews , the deftruftioa of the 
City Jerufalem, and the deftroying pf the 
Temple, and all thofe waftings.of the Church 
(both before Chrift came) among the Jews, 

(and fince Chrift came ) among the Gentiles, 
and fo comprehends the Tyranny both of the . 
Dragon (corrupt MagiftracyJ And the. Ty- 
* ranny 
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Dan. 8. ranny of the Beaft (the Antichriftian fiiapes ) 
jj. over the holy City, from the end of the 70. 
19.20. years captivity in Babylon, to the time of the 
&c. end, that the Beaft fhall reigne no longer. 

And I believe that this 2300. dayesarea 
full number of years, that the Church of the 
Dan. x 2. Jews and Gentiles, have fuftered and muft fuf- 
9. fer under the Serpents power, till the appoin¬ 
ted time be finished from the end of the 70. 
years captivity; for when Daniel asked the 
Angel,what fhould be the end of thcle things, 
he faid,cro thy 1 \'ay Daniel , far the words are de¬ 
fied up and fettled, till the time of the end , . poin¬ 
ting out to us that the Jews were yet tc fuffer 
many things before the Gentiles be call¬ 
ed. 

But when God fpeaks, that his Witneffes 
fhall prophefie 1260. dayes, and that the holy 
City or the Hoft, fhall be trod under foot, 42, 
! months, which are one and the fame tearm of 

time as hath been (heaved ; I believe he points 
Rev ->2 out t ^ ie ver y diredf time ofcapti'.ity that the 
I0 ‘ " ‘Church of the Gentiles fhall undergo under 
myftery Babylon , or the blafpheming horn. 
And therefore when the Angei was (hewing 
the vifion of thefe things to John. Saith he, 
feale not the fayings of this Pro phefie, for the 
time is at hand: or the time of the 1 ;6o.dayes, 
are upon the beginning, and the time of the 
j er.-iflj Church is come to a period. 

• And as God was plpafed to flxew unto 

■' • V hn 
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John the beginning of thofe 1260. dayes capti¬ 
vity , fo I believfe, God is pleafed to fhew his 
Servants now, that thefe 1260. dayes, are ve- Rev. ill 
ry near an end. oAnd that the Kingdoms of this 15. 
worldShall become the Kingdoms of Chrifi , and 
he Shall take to him his o^n power , and reign for 
ever and ever. Even fo come Lord Iefus. 

I fhall now proceed; hither to we fee who it 
is that kills Gods two Witnefles, Even the 
wifdom and envious power and policy of cor¬ 
rupt flefh .• that would be as God, and fit in 
Gods Temple, and rule over all that is called 
God. 

The corrupt wifdom, blind zeal, and meri¬ 
torious aftings, is forcibly preffed upon the 
Saints,by the flefh; before the believing in the 
free grace and love, and gift of God, yea, the 
flefh honours it felf and difhonours God, and % ev - 1 3« 
all that worfhip God, or that live in him,yea, 5-6. 
the flefh rules and ftrives mightily, and hath a t 

great prevailing power to enforce men to at¬ 
tend upon her preparative ufe of means, which 
fhe calls means,and felf-aftings; to get know-' 
ledge, comfort, life, and will not fuffer men, 
nay,nor the Saints fome-times to honour God- . t .... 
by waiting upon him, and wherefoever you 
fee the flefh adtive, if God be pleafed to teach..... 
you fhall fee the flefh both in your felf and inf.' ; 
others, to flight, defpife, and undervalue God, . 

thjough to your prefent apprehenfion, you Pf*k 
think you honour God; but truly we difho- 106.2.9, 
.- " ' ‘ nour • 
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nour God when we would worlhip him in the 
lv : Way of the flefh; and will not waic upon him 
‘ " in his own way. 

It renames now to (hew how the Beaft (or 
flefti) doth kill the two Witneffes. 

Rev. ii. And this phrafe killing, is hut a fuller de- 
2.3, 9. claration of that compleat captivity under the 

blafpheming horn in his feverall fhapes, for 
thefpace0^42.months, or three dayes and 
half, or 12 60. dayes, which are all one; and 
then that God that gave his witneffes into 
the hands of the Beaft to be killed, raifes them 
up to life again: and as Solomon faid, the righ¬ 
teous is delivered, andthe wicked falls into his 
Rev. 11 -place; for upon their rifing, the Beaft is kil- 
IDanq. anc j he dies for ever; but the killing of the 

? 7* witneffes is not everlafting, neither is their 
death eternall; for God will raife them up 
from death, and of the life and Kingdom of 
the two witneffes, there (hall be no end. 

But how are the Witneffes {lain ? why tru¬ 
ly when the wifdom and powers of the Beaft 
rules in full ftrength, then the Father hath ft? 
determined, 'that the witneffes fhall be trod 
underfoot and killed, but this killing is but in 
the eye of the world, not in the eye of God 
and Saints; for becaufe I live (faith Chrift ) 
therefore you live, and the world fees me no 
more, but you fee me. And there are three 
difpofitions of the Beaft, to be considered in 
killing Gods witneffes.

Firft, eonfider the fpirit of envy and heart¬ 
burning that is in the fleftr againft Gods Wit- 
nefles. 

As firft,the flefli of every man within 4 in the 
fecretofhisown heart, doth rife and fret a- f c hni 61 
gainft any truth which doth principally ad- \ 2t 
vance God, and deny felfwe cannot bear the 
truths of God at firft hearing, nor ever, till . 

God make us able: I fpeak in experience* my 
own ftefh declared its rebellion againft God 
in this particular. Tell a man that he hath no 
knoVcledg,&c no fanh in GW, and his heart fwels . 

prefently, and thinks you wrong himj tell him 1 *> 
him his own humane learning and workings 
are abomination to the Lord,and that he muft 
lay afidc his beloved aftings, and wait onely 
upon <aod iotknotvledge and faith, Sc his heart £f a y 54, 
fwels, and cannot-endure to hear of waiting 13, 
upon God-. A^d truly, God is more honoured 
by our waiting,then by the multitude of our .■ 
felf-adings. Tell a man that God doth and 
wil give his Spirit to Tradefmen now-a-dayes, 
as he gave himfelf to husbandmen and Fiftier- * , 
men formerly, and that thefe being taught eft 0 " 7 * 6, 
GW,are Minifters which God fendsforth; and 
that humane Schollars that are not fo taught 
df God,are no Mmifters,but fuch as run before 
GedferJ them , though they have the ordinati r 
on of humane authority, his heart prefently 
fwels againft this,and he cries it down for an 
. JTrrer,and cannot endure to hcare, that God 
Ihosild 
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iheuld teach any but fchollars,that any fhould 
preach glad tidings from God tofinners , but fuch 
SchoJlars: Here the flefli within every man 
labours to kill Gods Xvitnejfes : for the flefli 
%hn 9 § ruc ^§ es t0 g‘V e God his liberty to doe with his 
* own what be will ^ and the flefli would have 

fomething in it felfe, it hath a fecret grudging 
to acknowledge all wifdom, faith and life muft 
be given of God, and that his a&ings can get 
nothing. 

And if there were not an inward root ofbit- 
Iohnr/! t .i i ternes } n every mans heart again!): truth, there 
would not be fuch ftrivings and wars amongft 
men as there is; the flefli of every man envies 
the Anointing . and would not have God to 
reign in him,but by fecret grudgings and fwel- 
lings would caft God out; not under the 
name of God ,, but under the name of an Error% 
| For truly our flefh will envy Truth, it will no t 

envy Error: the flefli will kill its enemy, not 
its friend. Barabbas muft live, and Chrift muft 
John-], die; and fo Chrift, who ts God blejfedfor ever i 
is put to death under the name of a Receiver, 
and a man fnll of errors. 

And thus the Flejb in every man labo.urs to 
kill Gods Vfhneffes - even the Declarations of 
r . truth within it felfe, by grudging, becaufe he 
cannot beare it. 

: . Secondly, this fpirit ofenvie which arifeth in 

j. the flelh againft Gods Witnejfes ,whote teftimo- 

l ny honours God ; doth not onely appeare in-. 
r wardly 
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wardly in the fenfible feeling of a mans owne - 
corruptions, when God begins to teach - him, 
but it appeares outwardly likewife-, in other 
mensatfings to the view one of another. As 
the envy of Darius his counfellors againft Da- ^ 
niel : the envy of Here.i againft the Child fie- ‘ 
fus: and the envy of the Scribes and Pharifees ^q s ' 
againft Chrift & his Jpoftks^ho threw down 7 ' 

the letter of the Law which the Jewes doted ’ " 
upon,and fet up the fpirituall practice of the 
Gofpel, which they could not endure. This 
envie in the Flefijs the fitft on-fet of the Beaft , 
to kill Gods Witntfes. _ ■ • . 

A fecond difpofition of the Beaft is, the fpi- ! 

lit of fit 1 till policy and hjpocnticall craft, that 2 3 - v 
laies wait to enfnare Gtds witneffes ,and makes 
his mountain ftrong againft God. And this 
crafty hjpecrifte appears in every'man likewife ; " 

for when God hath found out a mans iniqui- 
ty,and begins to flume the Flefi, that he may . - 
fave the Seal ; the heart wil not with humility 
acknowledge it felffinfull; but will have many * 

turnings,(liifts,and policies to juftifie himfelf; 
though his confcience tel I him he is guilty. 


So while the Witmftesof Qod prove the mart 
a {inner, hisflefh ftill would fain be efteemed 
righteous, and labours to kill the TVitneffes. If 
the heart be found guilty of pride, covcteouf- 
nefle, envie, unfaithfulnefle, or any unclean-

neffe,it hath many winding pretences to cleare 
himfelf j and fo prove God the liar. . .

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But well, though the fleftily confciencefrao- 
ther and kill Gods TVitneffes within it felfe, and 
by his fhifts avoids ftiame, and fo rejoyceth 
in his innoeency got by lying craft ; yea, and 
rejoyces over that teftimony from God, that 
bore witneffe againft hisconfcience. As when 
the witneffes were flain in in that 11. Revel, all 
that dwelt upon the earth, that were tormen¬ 
ted by them, rejoycedat their death. 

Even fo all the wifdom,love, /oy, and peace 
in fin ,that were tormented in a man by the te¬ 
ftimony of truth againft them? now they all 
rejoyce by the,loud out-cries of the flefli, 
(GodfufferingitJ the truth is flighted, and 
the confcience quieted upon carnaR grounds, 
through carnall policy.

3 Theff. Ordinances,and Commands of Chrift; by fet- 
ing up Lawes, Ordinances, and Commands of 
his own invention, in ftead chefeofand would 
not fuffer the pradKcall; diredions of Jefus 
Chrift to have a Being on earth; but turnes 
the Scriptures that teftifie of Chrift, up-fide

their riling. 

Bat are the Witneffes ithenflain for certain? 

I anfwer, by the experience that we have of 
the fulfilling of^w/Vifion and Prophefie, it. 
appears clear to me, that they are flain: And 
that the troubles of the world at this very day 
is but the Cloud in which the Witneffes doth 
ajfcend up to God / after that the fpirit of life 
from God was entered into them. This is 
•' partly feen by fome already; but for the time 
and feafon when God will make this manifeft 
to the view of the world, I am filent; God 
hath the s times and feafons in his own power, 
yet.IhaVeperfwafionsin me fromexp?rimen- 
tall grounds of Gods own working, that ere

in Armies to kill and flay. But whom do they 
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flay? Not the witnefles,though they think^>.£*.38^ ' 
in their heart: as it is fpoke of Gog and Magogs 1 o. 11. •' 
but thole men only who have not the Sealof &c. 

God in their forehead, or as it is faid before^the Kev. 4.4 
Inhabitants of the Earth. 

And truly theftrong fubtil craft, unparalleld 
hypocrifie, extrearh envy, and inbred cruelty, 
that is expreffed in the four quarters of the land . 
of the world too, againft the Saints, that are 
branded SeBuries, Schifmaticks , <tAnabaptifis , 
Round-heads , doth appear plain to me, to be 
thofe three powerful! Angels of darknes, which 
are let loofe in the fpirits of men, even in that 
fpirit of darknes that hath overfpread the Earth; . 1 

man-kind; like the over-fiowih2"River Euphra - 
tes, therefore they are evil Angels. 

Thirdly, conlider, how doe thefe Angels 
flay, the third part of men? Why -truly I be¬ 
lieve it is not their killing of their bodies.only; ’ ^

of men ., and out of fhame to own God 51 his 
wayes at this time are fo contemptible, and fp-

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generally reproached,flandered, and hated, tlia 
a third part of men (hall turn Hypocrites, and 
prafliceWayes contrary to their knowledg, and 
will fay, do, fubferibe and fight, laugh, fcoffe, 
reproach and kill the Saints, yea do any thing; 
fo they may have the flattering word of their 
carnall Neighbours, "and not be called Round- 
head:, Anabaptifis , or Independants, thefe names 
whereby theSaints are branded are fo odious. 

And truly thefe men are flain, for the fearful 1 
Rev. 21. and unbelieving {hall havetheirpartinthe lake, 
8- which is the fecond death. And every Parilh 
through this Kingdom and the World too, at 
this very day, are full of thefe dead men and 
women. 

But thefe four Angels are fpiritua! powers of 
darknes, which do not appear in apparitions 
and vifions; but being let loofe inmens fpirits, 
they rule and work there; And the multitudes 
of men whom they violently Air up are called 
_ Armies of horfe-men, as you may read, which 
Rev#, declares their ftrength and their fwiftnes to do' 
16.17.1S f, urtj pointed out by the ftrength and fwiftnes 
' ofhorfes. 

T Now thefe Armies of horfe-men,or multitudes 

of men, put upon violent and unreafonable acti¬ 
ons, by thefe four evil Angels,are the appearing 
; caufe that doth hurt and kill weak fpirited men 
' and women, by over-awing them. 

And out of the mouthes of thofe Armies,thus 
fet on fire; there proceeded fire,fmoak,and brim- 
ft.orie, 
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ftone, by whi(^i the third part of men were kil¬ 
led. By fmoak is betokened faHeDoftrines, . 
threatnings,reproaches,fcoffes,oppreffions, and 
bitter provocations. Brimftone betokens,perfe- 
cution,whips,plunderings, prifons. And fire be¬ 
tokens, fire and faggot, hanging, murdering, or 
putting them to death in ariy kind, that do 
not fubmit to the wayesoftheie four Angels. 

And this is further cleared by the i^.verf.The'”*?* 9 - .

3 .i 
not bow to proud felfifh Ham'ov, and this is the 
remnant fhall be afraid of. 

. But when God is pleafed to put it into the Sev.ij. 
hearts of Governours and Kings: of the earth,-to 
take their Authority out of the hands of the 
Be 4 ft, as our Governours in this tenth part of 
the City have done in part; and when God is 
pleafed to fhake down all injuftice in the civil 
Magiftracy, and reftores that to the beauty and ; 
purity of juftice and cendernes, as I am confident 
God is about that work} then we fhall have no 
eaufe to' fear or be troubled that We fhall have • 
no Laws and Government { for we fhall theft Efa. jsfi: 
haveLaws and Governments accordingro truth, 22.

2.17. nance. But this Ecclefiaftical beaftly ftolen 
power in and over the Saints ftiall fall; for the 
feven Angels of God are fent to powre out fea- 
ven Viols of wrath, to blaft, curfe, and deftroy 
all the glory of the Beaft. 

And when.Chriftcomes inbrightnes, and 
Rev. 19. confumes the remnant: that is, when Chrift by 
2I his bright appearing, burns up and confumes all 
•E/d. 54. the ignorance,envy, difcontent-,unbelief,and all 
j-, the droflie ofeheflefti in all people, and teaches 
Rev. 19. them to knowledge of his will. Then this rem- 
^ nant ftiall give glory to God,they fhall then fall 
down before God.and acknowledg him Lord of 
Lords, andXing of Kings; they ftiall acknow¬ 
ledge all God^ Ordinances, and forfake the 
Beaft, and rejdyce and fing fongs of praife, 
becaufe tjieLord God omnipotent reigns. 
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This Ecdefiaftical power hath been a great Dan.j. 2 : 
troubler of Magiftracy, ever fince the deceived Rr^. \y. 
Magiftracy fet it up ; for when tender hearted 2. 
Magiftrates, have fat in the feat of Magiftracy,it 
hath been a griefand burden to them: witnes 
QneenMaries dayes,as in the book of Martjrs, 

To imprifon,banifti, fine, and fonietimes put to Dan.6. 5. 
death,peaceable quiet men,that have no offence 
hid to their Charge, but about the matters of 
their God; as Darius bad Counfellers troubled * 

Daniel, who indeed were a type of this Ecclefi- 
aftical troubler. 

For while the Serpent ruled ftill in particular 
perfons, he was every foot put to his fhifrs to 
deceive and ftir up new enemies again!! God 
and his Saints, when the old ones returned to ® an - 8 
duft .■ therefore he wrought very fubtilly to - 4 - 
deceive the Kings of the earth, that by them 
might be eftablifted this Ecdefiaftical troubler, 
to be a ftanding Law; for as Daniel fpcaks, this 
King of a fierce countenance,reigns by a power, 
that is none of his own, but by the power of 
Magiftracy, out ofwhofe hand the Serpent hath 
| got it by his craft. 

And fo, though perfons die that mannage the 
caufe of this troublcfome Beaft,and others come 
in their roome, yet ftill the Office and trouble 
remains • And it hath been obferved, that when 
fome Bilhops have firft been made Bi(hops,they 
were, tender hearted and zealous, but after a 
K a . little 
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little time by mannaging this Ecdefiaftical Beaft, 
which their Office tyed them too, they' grew 
hard-hearted, and great oppreffors of peaceable 
men, that were guided by God to walk fincere- 
lyaccording to What they knew and underftood, 
Rora. 14. anc [ <j ur ft net do any thing, becaufe others do 
^ • 13 * it, or faid it was a truth unles they faw it, to be 

a truth likewife. I wiffi this were ferioufly min- 
. ded in thefe our dayes. 

And as it was raifed by deceived Magiftracy, 
fo in every change of time, the maintained of 
that ftolea ufurped power, did not rely upon 
' God, to preferve and carry on Church-work, 
but ftill they were petitioned to Kings and Par¬ 
liaments; to eftablifti this Ecdefiaftical power,to 
. . enforce men to a uniformity in Religion, but 
Efiy - 9 . f e if.l 0 ve and temporal livings were the bottom 
aj- &c. ofthatieal, Andfoby the precepts of.men,they 
have taught, or rather by compulfion have en¬ 
forced men, to pretend a fear of God; for their 
. Ecdefiaftical power, makes men fear men, more 
then God, and fo makes hypocrites, which hath 
been a power, God hath fince Efay prophefied, 
threacned, and executed wrath upon the man¬ 
agers. • j 

So that ever fince this Ecdefiaftical power was j 
raifed up, it hath been a troubier of Godly 
Magiftntes,a troubier and filencer of godly Mi- 
niuets,a troubier of common people in High- 
Commiflion Courts, Seflions, and by Clafficall 
cenfures, & making men hypocrites to aft con- 
- - trary 
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irary to their knowledg for fear of puniftmefi£ 

But if it pleafe God to put it into the heart of ’ 

Magiftrates in Kingdomes, -to take back their 
poWer from this.Beaft, and to let the govern- Efiy 9,6 
,ment of Church-work lie only upon the fhoul- 
ders of our Lord Chrift,for it is his due‘right;Ke 
is King of Saints. Then the pure reformati- 
on of ciyill Magiftracy would foon appeare,con- ’ . \ 
fufion and Babylon would die, and there Urould « 

be peace among men. 

Indeed the main caufe of all ;our Nationall

All that I fliall fay in conclufioa is this, ’wait 
patiently upon the Lord, let every man that loves 
God, endevour by thefpirit ofwifdome, meek- 
nefle,andlove, to dry up the river Euphrates', 
even this fpirit of bitterneffe, that like a great 
River hath over-flowed the Earth of man-kind. 
iW.fo, For it is not revenge, fines, fightings, that will 
Matthq fubdue a tumultuous fpirit j but a foft an freer, 
i 2. love and meekqeffe, tcnderneffc and juftice, to 
.doe as we would be done mto\ This will appeafe 
wrath. 

. When this Sen efrigkequfnefie and love arifes 

1 in Magiftrates and people, one to another,then 

thefe tumultuous Nationall ftormeswill ceafe, 
and n6t till then. ThisSonisrifcn in fome, or 
• elfe thefe tumultuous ftormes would have made 
: it a cold and uncomfortable feafon before this 
time. This Sonne will rife higher, and muft rife 
higher, and the bright ihining of it will be 
r Englahds liberty. Well, I am confident, that 
- thofethat are very violent in fpirit, without 
.double-dealing, aSing outwardly what meerly 
is in their hearts and knowledge, though for 
the prefent they are tormented even in Hell 
night and day by that unquiet Spirit j yet thefe 
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fhalltafte and enjoy a peaceable,quiet,and righ*, 
teous fpiric, and I bfcleeve within a fhorcdme, 
and theylhallbc delivered from this Serpents 
bondage,and Cods.kingdome (hall enter into, 
them j and when men have wearied out them- 
felves in following their lulls, then is Gods time 
to take them up into his reft and liberty, this 
work God manifefts in fome, that are fcattered 
up and down, like a few drops of haile before. 
the Ihowre fall in force. And when heworkes 
in generall, then the Ihowre of haile (hall fall irf" 
force,and (weep away all tlje refuge of lies be- . 
fore it; that is, plentiful! difcoveries of God ia 
every man, burns up the droffe oftheflelh, and 
plentifull increafe of Saints in a Kingdome, is 
like a fhovvre of haile, that (weeps away all a- 
bominations in States and Churches : And fuck 
a time as this is coming on, when the fevericb 
Angel founds.
